Conference has carved out and j 
referred to various committees a large amount of | 
business relating especial It to a more thorough 
cultivation of the "home field." The Commit 
tee on Missions reported a few davs since, which I 
was adopted, a new Conference in Texas, called 
the Rio Grande Mission Conference. It is of 
great extent, and promises much success in that 
fertile and rapidlv pop dating countrv — extending 
from Corpus Christi. on the Gulf, to El Paso, a 
distance of some eight hundred miles in length 
by three hundred miles in width. 

To day a resolution was reported and referred 
to the Committee on Education, instructing the 
Committtee to inquire into and if in their judg- 
ment it should be found proper, to report a plan 
more effectually to secure the benefits of a pri 
mary education to the children of the Church - 
Most certainly a subject of vital importance. The 
great aim of the Conference appears to be a more 
thorough cultivation of the large territory within 
its bounds. Foreign immigration is so rapid that 
the Church has little need, at present, to send 
missionaries abroad in search of those who mav 
need the aid of Bible instruction They are com 
ing to us by hundreds of thousands. 

Much zeal is also felt in regard to the best 
methods of circulating the literature of the 
church, including the large book catalogue. And 
in this connection Dr. Smith, of Virginia, made a 
very searching and powerful speech in relation to 
the facilities for exchange and transportation, 
making the inquiry, indirectly, whether Nashville 
was a commercial centre of sufficient importance 
to justify the General Conference to continue 
therein the publishing house. Doubtless the 
church blundered when she made choice of Nash 
ville as her great central point for publication. 

There are one hundred and fifty members of 
the conference present, and the bodv will not ad- 
journ before the first of June. Yours, B. 

Unfair and Illiberal — The Bnrdstown (Kv.) 
Gaxetle savs: "Judge Wheat, the Know Noihing 
candidate for Appellate Judge in this district, is 
said to be opposed to the admission of Kansas as 
a slave State under the Lecompton Constitu 
lion." 

If Kansas had been admitted under the Le 
compton Constitution it must have been as a 
slave State, since that constitution admitted 
slavery. But among those who opposed the Le- 
compton Constitution some objected only to the 
slavery clause, while others objected ou account 
of matters extrinsic, having no relation to slave 
ry. We know meu in this slaveholding State of 
Mississippi who are themselves slaveholders, 
and ultra-Southern fire eaters, yet thev bitterly 
oppose the admission of Kansas under the Le" 
compton Constitution. Many of these are our 
political foes, yet we would not think that we 
were treating them with fairness if we were to 
smuggle in an insinuation that they are false to 
the institutions of the South,, and' for no other 
reason could it be necessary to say that thej were 
"opposed to the admission of Kansas as • slave 
State under the Lecompton Constitution." For 
what other purpose could we insert the words 
"as a Slave State?" In honesty all we can say 
it that they were opposed to the admission of 
Kansas under the Lecompton Constitution; and 
entire fairness would compel us to add that many 
of them think the whole Lecompton scheme is a 
fraud against, the institutions and the interests of 
the South. 

We are not advised whether Hon. Z. Wheat 
was opposed to, or in favor of, the admission of 
Kansas under the Lecompton Constitution; but 
if he was opposed to it, it was not becausi 
that constitution, Kansas would have b 
mitted as a "slave State." It was for so

According to present indications, statesmen are 
awakening from their protracted torpor in refer 
ence to the necessity of providing schools for the 
promotion of Agricultural science, and the teach 
ing of the Art of arts. 

Ohio is, now, exerting herself for the es'ablish 
ment of an Agricultural College. Tnis is as it 
should be; look well to the base of excellence, 
friends! make this broad, strong, and permanent 
— fine and smooth, if you please; ay, the more 
finely pulverized a soil is the more readilv does 
it imbibe the blessings of heaven — the dews and 
the sunshine. On an enduring foundation you 
can build, secure of its permanence, a structure 
as beautiful and as stately as you please. 

Many years we have waited for the building of 
the temple of Agriculture, and wondered and 
scolded that the people had no mind lor the work.

The Basqr — Shall it go out of Fashion. — 
The dressmakers say that the basque is 'passing 
nut of date— that it is not so much worn now as 
formerly, and that it will soon be discarded in the 
higher circles. Wc seize the first moment to 
enter our protest against this movement. We 
gave our heart to the basque years ago. We 
made the surrender publicly in these columns. — 
We recognized the eternal fitness of things in 
which the idea of a basque finds its basis. The 
trunk and chest of a woman have a distinct lion 
ar, and perform a peculiar office, in the economy 
of her existence. They contain her heart, her 
breath, her life, and the fountain of other life. — 
It is fit. therefore, that this portion of the frame 
be drepsed by itself, as it were — that it be honor 
ed as the seat and centre of life. The skirt is 
another thing entirely. The limbs are u»ed onlv 
for the purpose of locomotion, and thev are simply 
to be ignored by graceful falls of material from 
the waist.

Crevasse at Algiers— The Breach Slipped — 

About eleven o'clock last Saturday morning our 
Algerine neighbors across the river were Uir°*n 
into a state of dire consternation by the breaking 
of their levee, just opposite the foot of Canal 
street, on this side. There were a front a»d 
back levee where the breach occurred, both of 
which gave way in a very few minutes' time °t 
each othci, to the width of about twenty feet and 
a depth of eight feet. The streets of Algiers 
were quickly flooded with water to the depth of| 
two inches before the force of the current could j 
be arrested. This was dune in about an hour's 
time, by making a temporary barricade at the 
outer break and spreading a sail, held down with 
bags of sand across the breach. The work of 
stopping the break in the back levee was now 
rendered a comparatively easy task, and by dark 
both levees had been repaired to their wonted 
strength and proportions, and the Algerines re- 
lieved of further apprehension of seeing their 
little city devastated, as it must necessarily have 
been by the depth of water which would have 
poured over it in a destructive volume of sever- 
al feet, had not the breach been stopped. To 
effect this geueral self interest in the citizens, 
and a common sympathy, impelled all alike to 
labor zealously at the undertaking In the mean 
time, wo noticed that the ferry boats did a rush 
ing business in hurrying over crowds of specta 
tors from this side of the river, some of whom, 
we venture to add, paid the very first visit of 
their lives to the shores of their Algerine neigh 
bora. Thus the crevasse was not without its 
uses.— AT. O. Bee of May 10.

Melancholy Suicide. — At about 2 o'clock, P 
M., on yesterday, this entire community was most 
pairfully shocked with the sad intelligence that 
Llewellyn Harvie, Esq., had taken his own life. 
The fatal deed was probably committed on Mon 
day night, at which time the reportof a pistol was 
heard in the Capital Hotel, where he boarded. It 
did not, however, occasion any suspicion, and 
nothing was thought of his absence from the ta 
hie until dinner timeon Tuesday, when a servant 
looking through the glass above the door discov- 
ered him lying on the bed, with a pistol grasped in 
his hand.
